Applicants herein petition the Commissioner to exercise his supervisory authority to 
require the Examiner to act on the above-referenced application. 

On January 12, 2004, a Notice of Abandonment issued, stating that the application 
was abandoned due to the filing of an improper RCE on January 21, 2003. A petition to 
revive under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) was filed on January 23, 2004. The petition to revive stated 
that the Appeal Brief filed with the RCE would have been considered a submission under 37 
C.F.R. §1.1 14 if the RCE transmittal letter filed therewith had contained a statement that 
incorporated by reference the arguments of the Appeal Brief of September 10, 2002. The 
petition to revive therefore included such a statement. The petition to revive was granted on 
February 6, 2004. An Office Action responsive to the Appeal Brief is therefore due. 

Applicants have received no further communication from the PTO following the 
granting of the petition to revive, other than a communication dated December 15, 2004. The 
communication of December 2004 (copy attached) states that the RCE filed on January 21,

2003 is improper, however no reason is given. This communication is believed to be 
erroneous and inoperative, both because it was superceded by the grant of the petition to 
revive and because none of the boxes indicating a reason for the impropriety of the RCE was 



The undersigned attorney spoke with Examiner Rena Dye on March 3, 2005. The 
undersigned attorney at that time explained to the Examiner that the petition to revive based 
upon the error in the RCE of January 21, 2003 had been granted, and that the Notice of 
Improper RCE did not specify a reason for the alleged impropriety and was inoperative. The 
Examiner replied that the file was not presently available, and that she could not comment on 
the matter. Subsequent status inquiries were made to Examiner Ferguson on April 12, 2005, 
May 11, 2005, July 12, 2005 and October 11, 2005 (see attached memo). 

An action responsive to the Appeal Brief is therefore respectfully solicited.
